"Force of 50" Steps Up to Assist Hurri- 
cane-Ravaged Puerto Rico 


Members of the Amateur Radio community have vol- 
unteered to assist in the ongo- 
ing recovery from Hurricane 
Maria, which devastated Puer- 
to Rico and Dominica and, to a 
lesser extent, the US Virgin 
Islands. This week, 50 of the 
most accomplished US radio 
amateurs responded within 24 hours to a call from the 
American Red Cross (ARC) to deploy to Puerto Rico 
and provide emergency communications assistance 
there. At the ARC's request, ARRL rallied the US 
Amateur Radio community to provide up to 25 two- 
person teams of highly qualified hams. ARRL CEO 
Tom Gallagher, NY2RF, said that more than 350 an- 
swered the call, from nearly every state. 


"This generous outpouring of response represents the 
finest qualities of the Amateur Radio community," he 
said. "These individuals are dropping whatever they are 
doing now, heading off to an extended hardship-duty 
assignment, and offering their special talents to Ameri- 
cans who have been cut off from their families, living 
amid widespread destruction and without electrical 
power since Hurricane Maria struck the Caribbean re- 
gion last week."

The group's principal mission will be to move health- 
and-welfare information from the island back to the US 
mainland, where that data will be entered in the Red 
Cross Safe and Well system. The Salvation Army Team 
Emergency Radio Network (SATERN) has been asked 
to assist these operators when they check in with tacti- 
cal, health-and-welfare (H&W), and Safe and Well 
messages. 


SATERN and other active nets are not accepting incom- 
ing H&W inquiries. The Caribbean Emergency and 
Weather Net (CEWN) is taking incoming H& W inquir- 
ies via e-mail for Dominica. The Puerto Rico Federal 
Affairs Administration (PRFAA) is taking inquiries 
(only one per sender) via e-mail for Puerto Rico. Inquir- 
ies should include the full name and location of both the 
sender and the individual(s) being sought and the send- 
er's e-mail address. 


The group will be in Puerto Rico for up to 3 weeks. 
ARRL has equipped each team with an HF transceiver, 
software, a dipole antenna, a power supply and all 
connecting cables, fitted in a rugged waterproof con- 
tainer. In an unprecedented and crucial move, the Fed- 
eral Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) agreed 
to help get the Ham Aid gear to Puerto Rico.

The Hurricane Watch Net 


The Hurricane Watch Net and the operation of WX4NHC at 
the National Hurricane Center in Miami are manned entirely 
by volunteers. We generally activate whenever a system has 
achieved hurricane status and is within 300 statute miles of 
populated land mass or at the request of the forecasters at 
National Hurricane Center. 


Net operations are conducted on 14.325.00 MHz USB. If 
operations are required on the 40 meter amateur band, fre- 
quency of operation will be posted the home page of our 
website and the amateur media. 


The Hurricane Watch Net serves two purposes: 


To disseminate the latest National Hurricane Center 
advisories on active hurricanes in both the Atlantic and 
Pacific side of the Americas. This includes transmissions to 
any maritime amateur radio operators that may be in the 
affected area. 


To gather real-time ground level weather conditions from 
amateurs in the affected areas and to get these reports to the 
National Hurricane Center via WX4NHC in a timely and 
accurate fashion. 


Along with these weather reports, often come reports on 
damaged roads power outages, structural damage, phone and 
communications links, and of course reports on injuries and 
deaths. These non-weather report items are usually relayed 
to other nets in operation on the 20, 40, and 80 meter amateur 
radio bands who are focusing on Health and Welfare, or by 
the crew at WX4NHC to the appropriate agencies that stay 
in touch with the National Hurricane Center.

IARU Administrative Council Addresses New Radio 
Spectrum Pollution Threat 

The Administrative Council (AC) of the International 
Amateur Radio Union (IARU) held its annual in-per- 
son meeting on September 15 and 16 in Landshut, 
Germany, immediately prior to the IARU Region 1 
Conference. The AC reviewed its priorities and posi- 
tions with regard to the agenda items for the 2019 
World Radiocommunication Conference (WRC-19) of 
the International Telecommunication Union (ITU). 
High Power Wireless Power Transfer (WPT) for elec- 
tric vehicles is seen as having a significant potential 
for interference to radiocommunications. Addressing 
this threat requires an increased commitment of re- 
sources by potentially affected radiocommunication 
services, including Amateur Radio. In addition to a 
number of other matters, the AC confirmed the theme 
for World Amateur Radio Day, April 18, 2018, as 
“Celebrating Amateur Radio’s Contribution to Socie- 
ty”. 
The AC is responsible for the policy and management 
of the IARU and consists of the three [ARU interna- 
tional officers and two representatives from each of the 
three IARU regional organizations. 
Attending the meeting were IARU President Tim EI- 
lam, VE6SH/G4HUA; Vice-President Ole Garpestad, 
LA2RR;; Secretary David Sumner, K1ZZ; regional 
representatives Don Beattie, G3BJ, Faisal Al-Ajmi, 
9K2RR, Reinaldo Leandro, YVSAM, Ramon Santoyo, 
XEIKK, Gopal Madhavan, VU2GMN, and Peter 
Young, VK3MV. Present as an observer for the sec- 
ond day of the meeting was Dave Court, EI3IO, from 
Region 1.
